thereon : All the Land of the Colony of New- Plimouth, was at firſt Bought of 
this King Philips Grand father, Maſaſoi by Name, except ſome few parcels 
he hath Sold to ſome of the Inhabitants of Swanzy, not far from Mount Hope. 
Thereupon about five Years ſince, took an occaſion roQuargel with the Town, 
partly becauſe he was vexed he had Sold his Land, and partly becauſe his Bre- 

ther died five or fix Years before, and he thought the Engl had Poyſoned 
nm, and thereupon he troubled them, but killed none; but the Governour by 
timely preparation hindred them of doing any hurt. Es 

Thus after King Philip had ſecured his Intereſt in Squaw Sachem, (whom he 
perſwaded that the Engliſh had Poyſoned her Husband, and thereupon ſhe was 
the more willing to joyn with him) he privately ſent Meſſengers to moſt of the 
— — and Sachems round about him, telling them that the Zxg /:/þ 
Hagia Dehgn, to cut off all the Indians round about them, and that f they did 
not Joyn together, they ſhould loſe their Lives and Lands; whereupon ſeve- 
ral Sac hegu became his Confederates. And having no five Years time, had 
opportumity enough to furniſhchemſelves with Ammunition and Arms, which 
they did plentifully adCenede, amongſt the French; ang it is judged that ſome 
Engliſþ bavealſo Sold them ſome Arms through Ignorance of their Deſign, 
Is the mean time king yhilip Muſtered up about Five Hundred of his Men, and 
Atrms4bem compleatz-and had gotten about Eight or Nine Hundred of his 
Neighbouring Indians, and likewiſe Arms them compleat; (4. e. Guns, Pow- 
ger, and Bullets, ) be how many he hath engaged to be of his Party, is un- 
Kona amen us. The laſt Spring ſeveral Indians were ſeen in ſmall 
Parties; bt Reh | | 
tants. ' Who demanding the Reaſon of them, wherefore it was ſo? Anſwer 
was made, That they were only on cheir own Defence, for they underſtood 
that the Eng liſhintended to Cut them off. About the 20th of June laſt, Seven 
dr Eight of King Philip's Men came to Swanſey on the Lords Day, and would 
Grind a Hatchet at an Inhabitants Houſe, there; the Maſter told them, it was 
the Sabbath Day, and their God would be very angry if he ſhould let them do 
it. They returned this anſwer, They knew not who bis God was, and that they 
would d o it for all him, or his God either: From thence they went to another 
Houſe and took away ſome Viauals, but hurt no Man. Immediately they met 
1 Man travelliog on the Road, xept him in Cuſtody a ſhort time, then diſmiſt 
bim . ring ou - C 1 that he ſhould not Work on his God's 
Pay, and e ſhould reltod Lies. ITE: 
" Theſethings happenings with many others of the.Jike Nature, gave the 
Rehoboth aad Swanſey * e of; Jealouſſes ; which occaſioned them 
to ſend to Plimouth, and tothe Bay (i. es Bofon) for ſome Aſſiſtance, in caſe 
they ſhould need ir. But before any came to them, they of both Towns: were 
rr ns, ner into three Houſes,” Men, Women, and Children, and there 
dall Proviſiews in common, fo that they who had nothing wanted nor. 
Immediately aſter, notice came hereof to the Governour of the Meſ[achuſets 
Colony (Boten being Metropolis, and the Honourable: Fohn Leveret Gover- 
ndr thereof) Drums beat up for Volunteers, and in three Hours time were 
Mauſtcred upabout an Hundred and ten men, Captain Samuel Moſely being then 
Commander.

There were alſo among theſe men about Ten or Twelve Privateers, that 
had been there ſometime before: they carried with them ſeveral dogs, that pro- 
ved ſerviceable to them, in finding out the Enemy in thir Smamps; one 
whereof, would for ſeveral days together, go our and bring to them fix, 
eight, or ten young Pigs of King Philips Herds. There went out alſo amongſt 
theſe Men, one Cornelis a Dutchman, who had lately been Condemned to die 


for Piracy, but afterwards received a Pardon, he willing to ſhew his Gratitude 


therefore, went out and did ſeveral good Services abroad againſt the Enemy, 

Plimosth alſo ſent out ſeveral Men at the ſame time, both Horſe and Foot: 
Alſo moſt Towns in all the United Colonies thereabout ſent out ſome more, 
ſome leſs, as they were in Number. By this time the Iadians have killed ſeve- 
ral of our Men, but the firſt that was killed was Tant 235 a Man at Swaznſey - 
that ad venturing with his Wife and Son (about tyenty Tears old) to go to his 
Houſe to fetch them corn, and ſuch like things: He having juſt before ſent his 
Wife and Son away, as he was going out af the Houſe, was ſet on and ſhot by, 
Indians; his Wife being not far off, heard the Guns go off, went back: They 
took her, firſt defiled her, then skinned her Head, as alſo the Son, and diſmiſt 
them both, who immediately died.

Theſe Tranſactions may be computed to end with Fuly.. Be fore any ſur- 
cher progreſs be made in this Relation, it may not be amiſs to give you ſome 
Account of what concerns our Neighbour Indians at Peace with us. 

There are two Potent ,$4g mores, that are in Amity with us: The one 
is Ninnicxeft, his Territories border on Connefticat Colony; the other is 
Unkus, the only Chriſtian $4gamere among them. | 
| This uA, and all his Subjects profeſſing Chriſtanity, are called Prayin 
Indians. In the firſt week in Avguſt, the Authority of Boſton ſent an Exprets 
to him, to require him to come in and Surrender himſelf, man, and Armes, to 
the Engliſi: whereupon, he ſent along with the Meſſenger his three Sons, and 
about Sixty of his Men, with his Arms, to be thus diſpoſed of, viz. 
His two youngeſt Sons, (about thirty Years old) to remain as Hoſtages (28 
now they do at Cambridg) and his Eldeſt Son to go Captain of the Men as 
Aſſiſtants to the Engliſh againft the Heathens, which accordingly they did. 
And the E»gli/hnotthinking themſelves yet ſecure enough, becauſe they can- 
not knows Heathen from a Chriſtian by his Viſage, nor Apparel: The Au- 
chorjry of Boſfan, at a Council held there the 301. of Auguſt, Publiſhed 
this following Order.

There are alſo another ſort of Indians, (beſt know to the Commonalty 
of Boſton) by the name of Mr. Elliots Indians, or Captain Guggins Indians. 

This Mr. Elliot, you muſt underſtand, is the Man that hath by his own 
great Labour add Study, invented the way of Printing the Indian Language, 
and hath alſo perfectly Tranſlated the whole Bible, with the Singing Pfalms 
in Meeter ; the Aſſemblies Catechiſm; the Practiſe of Piety, intò the Indi- 
an Language; as alſo Written ſeveral Books, vety profitable for underſtanding 
the Grounds of Chriſtian Religion: For which Pains and Labour, he de- 
ſetyes Honour from all ſuch who ate Well-wiſhers to things of the like Na- 
ture, whoſe Name will never Die in Ne. England.

Mr. Mather in his Sermon, took occaſion too in ſpeaking of the Benefic

About the 15th Furz Coppin" Aoſch with ſixty Men, Merwith a 
company, judged about Three hundred Indianigu in d plain place where feu 
Trees were, and on both ſides preparations were making for a Battle; all be- 
ing ready on both ſides to fight, Captain Moſeley plucked off his Periwig 
and put ic into his Breeches, becauſe it ſhould not hinder him in fights: K. 
ſoon as the Indians ſaw that, they fell a Howling and Yelling: whit Hide- 
ouſly, and ſaid, limb, umh me no ſlammerre fight. Eugit mon, Engis mon'grt two' 
hed, Engis mou got twpbed; if me cut off an hid he got yoder; a put on beter 45 di 
with ſuch like words in broken Zxyizſh, and awaythey all fled and could fot 
be evertaken; nor {cen aby. more aſterwards. About a Week after this, Capt. 
Noſeley took two Indian the Father and his Son, and willing to Examin 
thein both upart, proceeded thus: Took the old Man and bound him to u 
Tree, after he was ſo bound, he ſent away the Sn by a File of Men out 
of ſight; the old Man there confeſt he was a Praying Indian, and that he 
was only hunting for Deer thereabonts; but ſaid, that his Son was one of 
choſe Men that wounded Captain Hac hiſon: So then, after they had pump- 
ed him as much as they could, they fireda Gun with no Bullet in it over his 
Head, untied him, and ſent him another way with'a File out of ſight ther 
brought they his Son, bound him in like manner, they telling him that they 
had ſhot his Father, and would ſhoot him alſo, if he would not: confeſs 
what he was, and what he knew: He fairly told them, that he Was a Pray- 
ing Indian, but his Father made him go with him to the Nipmoog Indians; aud 
that there they ſhot three or four. times apiece ; wherebpon they then 
brought the old Man and tyed him to his Son, and Examined them together; 
at length they confeſt they were both among the Nipmoogs, and-that the Son 
did wound Captain Hurchiſon; aſter their Examination, they were both ſſtot 
e Death, rr 
In chis fame Week, King Philips Men had taken a' young Lad alive about 
fourteen Years old, and bound him to a Tree two nights and two days, 
intending to be Merry with him the Next day, and that they would Roaſt” 
him alive to make ſport with him; but God over my rouchet the heat of 
one Indian, ſo that he came and looſed him, and bid him an Grenze(s. e. run 
Apace) and by that means he eſcaped.· “0 rn 
Towards the latter end of Auguſt,” Captain Moſeley + took eight radians 
alive, and ſent them Priſoners to Boſfow, who wete put in Priſon chere; 
theſe were of the Number of Mr. El:ot's Indians; (as alſo many of thoſe 
Indians that were Shipt off by Captain Sprague, for the Stra and CalesY 
theſe Men were at ſeveral times tryed for their Lives, and condemned to 
Die: Mean time Mr. Eliot, and Capjain Gwuggins, pleaded: fo very hard 
for the Indians, that the whole Council knew not what to do about them. 
They hearkned ro Mr. Eliat for his Gravity, Age, and Wiſdom, and alſp 
for that he fiath been the chief Inſtrument that the Lord hath made uſe of, 
in Propagating the Goſpel among the Heathen; And was their Teacher, 
till ſuch time that ſome Indians were brought upob in the Univerſity to ſup-

his taking the Indians part fo much hath made bim a By- word both 

among Men and Boys. But ſo it was, that by one, and two at a 

time, moſt of theſe eight Indans, (and four more ſent + afterwards on 

( the ſame account) were let looſe by night, which ſo Exaſperated the Com. 

| monalty, that about the 10th of September, at nine a Clock at night, 

there gathered together about forty Men ( ſome of note) and came to the 

Houſe of Captain Fames Oliver ; two or three of them went into his En- 

try to deſire to ſpeak with him, which was to aefire him to be their, Leader, 

and they ſhould joyn together and go break open the Priſon, and take one 

Indian out thence and Hang him: Captain Oliver hearing their requeſt, 

took his Cane and cudgelled them ſtoutly, and fo for that time diſmiſt the 

Company z which had he but in the leaſt countenanced, ic might have 

been accompanied with ill Events in the end. Immediately Captain oliver 

went and acquainted Mr. Ting his Neighbour, (a Juſtice of Peace) and 

both went the next Morning and acquainted the Goverour, who 
thank d Captain Oliver for what he had done laſt night, but this reſted 
not here: For the Commonalty were ſo enraged againſt Mr; Z1lioz, and 

„Captain Guggizs eſpecially, that Captain Guggens ſaid on the Bench, that 

he was afraid to go along the ſtreets z the anſwer was made, you may 

thank your ſelf; however an Order was iflued out for the Execution of 
that one (notorious above the reſt) Indian, and accordingly he was led 
by a Rope about his Neck to the Gallows z when he came there, the Exe-. 
cutioners (for there were many) flung one end over the Poſt, and ſo hoi- 
ſed him up like a Dog, three or four times, he being yet half alive, and 
half dead; then came an Tadian, a Friend of his, and with his Knife 
made a hole in his Breaſt to his Heart, and ſucked out his Heart-blood : 
Being asked his reaſon therefore, his anſwer, limb, umb nu, Me ſtronger 
= =_ before, me be ſo ſtrong as me and he too, he be ver ſtrong Man fore 
e die, | 

Thus with the Dog-like-death ( good enougti) of one poor | Heathen, 
was the Peoples Rage laid in ſome meaſure, but in a ſhort time it began 
to work (not without Cauſe enough). About the beginning of Septem- 
ber, Captain Hinksman was ſent our Commander of one hundred Men, 
and were to meet together at Rexbvyy Meeting - Houſe-yard, when the 
| were there, ready to March, they all unanimouſly reſolved not togo wi 

him, but if Captain Oliver would go, they would go gladly y' whereupon 
the Council ſent for him Home, and ſent Captain Late in his room. 

On wedneſday, Auguſt 25. was obſerved a Faſt at Chayles-Town, where- 
to __ of Boſton went, there was gathered that day Seventy eight 
Pound.

pect that the Narraganſets may alſo be Bribed, who are out on our fide, in 
that they follow not Orders to purſue King Philip effectually. Captain | 
Lathrop, and Captain Beers, being at Hadly, and there hearing of an Ix. I 
dian Caſtle not far thence, they marched with an Hundred and eighty Soul- | 
diers thither, who required the Indians to ſurrender their Armes; the Indi- 
ans told Captain Beers, that they would the next Morning. But the 
Captains with their Men ſoon made themſelves Maſters thereof, forcing + 
them into a Swamp, having killed nine or ten, they Retreated. 


By this time the Town of Deerfield begins to be in danger: Whereupon 5 
Captain Beers with eighty Men went to bring away the People, the Inha- , 
bitants thereof. The Indians having Burnt twenty five Houſes; in their | 


way, they. were met with by a parcel of Indians of about a Hundred and a 
fifty, which the Exgliſb got the better of, killing neer Forty Indians, ha- | 
ving loſt but four or five Engliſhmen : But immediately there did appear 
the greateſt Body that hath at one time been ſeen by the Eng liſt, and fell 
upon Captain Beers, immediately killing him and fixty five of his Men, 
and fifteen eſcaped ; theſe fifteen ran co Captain Moſeley, who then was 
about nine or ten Miles off, he came wich his ſixty Men, and gave the whole 
Body of the Indians Battel (judged about one thouſand two hundred) for 
three Hours; whereupon after having killed ſeveral of the Indians, he 
was forced to Retreat, and continued Fighting for all the time that he and 
his Men were Retteating nine Miles; Captain Moſeley loſt out of his Con- 
pany nine, and thirteen wounded. The next day they come up againg , *®* 
the Indians were gone, they had ſtript the dead Men of all their Clothes 
and Arms, and Horſesz amongſt which dead, was one who had life in 
him, and was found by a Friend Indian, he took him up and ſaid, nh, | 
umb poo Ingiſmon, mee ſave yow life, mee take yow to Captain Moſee; he car- 
ries him A Miles the day after to Captain AMoſeley, and now this Man 
is well again and in good health. | 

Immediately Orders were taken at Bofton for the ſending out more Re- 
lief, as many as to make up Captain Aſvſeleys Company an Hundred com- 
pleat, were forthwith ſent away: They are fitting out an Hundred more 
from Connecticot, under the Command of Major Treat, and Captain 
Whiting the Miniſter of Hartford. 

September 10, Eight Indians came to Beſſon from Ninnitreft, in an Em- 
baſſy, having a Certificate from Captain Smith an Engliſoman, that hath 
a large Eſtate thereabouts: They diſpatched their Buſineſs, and had ano- 
ther Paſs, tied at the end of a Stick, that Engliſhmen may ſee it afar off, 
They were going out of Town a back way, two Men men met them, and 
ſeized on him that had the Paſs, theſe two Men were Brothers, and this 
Indian had been among King Philips Indians, and theſe two Men Swore in 
Court, that that was the Man that killed their Brother, they knew. bim; 
whereupon two days after his Trial and Confeſſion, he was Hanged like 
the other. 

September 23. About ten at night we had an Allarm given us, and be- 
fore eleven we had one Thouſand two Hundred Men in Armes, and diſmiſt 
by twelve that night: The occafion was, one of the Watch was Drunk 
abour-rhirty Miles off at Mendhaw, and he fired a Gun, ſo it came to

Stocks for his being Drunk, and afterwards had twenty Laſhes for giving 3 
falſe Allarm, 

On the 28th day of Augsſt, happened here at eleven a Clock at night, 
a moſt violent Storm of Wind and Rain, the like was never known before; 
it blew up many Ships together that they Bulged one another, ſome up to- 
words Cambridge, {ome to Muday- River, doing much hurt to very many 
alſo it broke dowa many Wharffs, and blew down ſome Houſes thereupon. 
The Indians afterwards reported that they had cauſed it by their Pawwaw, 
(i. e. worſhipping the Devil), They farther ſay, That as many Engliſb- 
men ſhall Die, as the Trees have by this Wind been blown down in the 
Woods: But theſe Heatheniſh notions are conſonant to their barbarous 
Crueltie, and ought to be valued accordingly, by all who own any thing 
ſuperiour to it or them. 

Several Men, ſome whereof are Qsaters, will not go out on Command, 
and for their diſobedience thereunto, are forced to run the Gantelop. 

About the 15th of September, the Authority of Boſton ſent a Party to Nin- 
nicroft, to require him to come to Boſton, to treat concerning the delivery 


| $quaw Sachem : He ſent word he would come, provided he might be ſafely re- 


turned back; Captain Smith living near him, offered himſelf, Wife and 
Children, and Eſtate, as Hoſtages therefore, 


Ninxierof* ſeeing this, reſolved to ſend his Eldeſt Son thither (he himſelf 


being very aged) fo away they came, bringing Captain Smith with them; 


when they came to Roxbury, they ſent word to Boon they were come, and 
defired to know if they might have admittance into Bo#on: Word was 
ſent them, that they ſhould be very welcome. In order thereto, Captain 
Fames Oliver, and Captain Clark, were ordered with fix Files of Muſ- 
quets a piece to meet on the Neck, to conduct them into Town. The 
Indians meeting theſe Captains, thought that they were all to Die imme- 
diately z ſome were for running away, and ſome not, but Captain Smith 
being wich them, endexyoured Space them as well as he could. When 
they met, they opened to the Right and Leſt, and gave them three Yol- 
leys, and ſo Guarded them to the Governours Houſe. The next Morn- 
ing this $49 amore with all his Retigue, went to Captain oliver: Houſe, to 
give him hearty thanks for Yeſterdays kindneſs, in his conducting them afe 
to Town. 

The Council ſat —— duri 3 nent ogy wenn 
to an Agreement: The Nerrag anſess by degrees, eame to this Agreement, 
That they were to deliver the Squaw gachem within ſo man 8 
and the League of Peace was then by them confirmed, which was much 
to the general ſatisfaction; but yet many had hard thoughts of them, fear- 
ing they will at laſt prove Treacherous: They were diſmiſt out of Town in 
ſafety, according to their deſire. | EN

Fight with thoſe ſeven hundred and odd Indians, for near two Hours 
time, till they could ſee no longer; in this Fight we loſt only three Men, 
and we judg we may have killed above an hundred Indians, we forced the reſt 
in great diſorder to run away, we forced them over a large River, who in 
their Swiming 'over, loſt all their Arms and Ammunition, and ſeveral were 
Drowned, as was ſeen the next day, This Fight doth much diſcourage them, 
and encourage our Exgliſb: there were ten Men wounded of ours in the Fight, 
but none Mortally we hope, 
Care now is taken to ſatisſie the (reaſonable) deſires of the Commonal- , 
ty, concerning Mr. Elliots Indians, and Capt. Guggins Indians. 
They that wear the name of Praying Indians, but rather (as Mr, Heze- 
} kiah Uſher termed Proing- Indians) they have made Preys of much Exgliſh 
ooch but now they are all reduced to their ſeveral Confinements; which 
a general Satisfaction in that reſpect.
